Printing_ of Primary 


Election Ballots, Which Are 


Unusually Small. 


The bid of the Bulletin Publishing 


Company, Dill&burg, Tor the printing 
of the ballots for the spring primary, 
May IH, was accepted by the Adams 
county commissioners after a lengthy 
discushion Tuesday afternoon. 
The 


Dillsburg company's bid %\as $145. 
The only Adams county bid was sub- 
mitted by the Independent at Littles- 
town. 


Six bids, ranging from .$112.60 to 


$525, were opened by the commission- 
ers. 
The lowest bid, that of the 


Perry County Times, New Bloomfield, t 
was rejected on the ground that New | 
Bloomfield was too far away from Get- i 
tysburg to allow the commissioners' 
clerk to keep close in touch with the 
progress of the work, according to R. 
E. Deardorff, clerk. 
I 


More than 22,000 specimen and of- 


ficial ballots are to be printed for the i 
primary, and according to the commis-, 
sioners' agreement with the Dillsburg' 
concern, the ballots are to be deliver- 
ed on May 12, six days before the pri- 
mary. The ballot is unusually small 
this year and will measure about nine 
by twelve inches. 


The bids of the other four printing 


companies for the ballot job were: 
Franklin Repository, Chambersburg, 
$237.91; William Anthony, Hanover, 
$325; Adams 
County Independent, 


Littlestown, $392.50, and the York 
Gazette and Daily, $525.

This is the first time in wccnt years 


that the corumisbioners have asked for 
competitive bids for the printing of! 
ballots, and the first time in manyj 
years that the printing of ballots has 
been done by a firm outside of Adams 
county. 
i 


Commissioner Reuben Schwartz de- 


clined to join the other two commis- 
sioners in voting to have the ballots 
printed outside of Adams county, 
holding that the printing ought to^ 
be done by an Adams county print! 
shop. Two years ago, when the pres- 
ent board of commissioners first took 
office, Mr, Schwartz urged that the 
ballots, be printed by county firms on 
a competitive bid basis, but he states 
his colleagues declined to agree with 
him at that time. 


E. D. Hudson, of Gettysburg, takes 


the "credit" for 
"influencing 
and 


persuading" both the Democratic and 
the Republican members of- tho board 
in their action on tho ballots. Hud- 
son has been attending the meetings 
of the commissioners quite regularly, 
but was asked to retire Tuesday by 
J. L. Williams, Gettysburg attorney, 
who assumed .spokesmanshio for the 
board, before tho vote on'the bal- 
lots was taken. 


Commissioner Schwartz ask3 that 


the statement be made that he will 
assume, no responsibility for errors 
that may appear in the ballots as 
a result of having them handled out- 
side tho county by printers not fully 
familiar with names of candidates and 
voting districts in Adams county. 


He branded as "pure propaganda" 


efforts made by politicians to com- 
pare prices of this year's primary 
election ballots with other years, 
when the price was higher, pointing 
out that in previous years the bal- 
lots were many times larger than 
this year, requiring a great deal more 
paper, press work and complicated 
typesetting, which, he said, are very 
itvjpoitant item's in considering the 
cofit of any printing job.

comeback. The furnace fireman

recent cold spell, for about the 
time he was convinced that win- 
ter had returned, along came 
orders to "check the fires" again 
in lieu of the balmy spring atmos- 
phere that prevailed. 


Yes, the mercury jumped from 25 


degrees, below freezing, straight 


„ up to 75 degrees, unofficially, al- 


most over night. And, accord- 
ing to the weatherman, it will 
continue warm for "quite some 
time;" in fact there is no indi- 
cation right now that it is ever 
going to get real cold any more 
this spring and summer. 


The return 
of the 
warmer 


temperatures is welcomed 
by 


farmers and gardeners through- 
out the county, whose crops have 
been delayed from ten days to 
two weeks by the cold weather. 
Despite tho late spring, County 
Farm Agent R. E. Underwood 
said the wheat crop shows excep- 
tional promise. Fruits will be 
equally as good although they 
have been retarded in growth so 
far by the cold, Mr. Underwood 
said. 


Some idea of the severeness of 


the temperatures during April can 
be seen in the 110 degrees' total 
deficiency since the first of the 
month. There has also been a de- 
ficiency of nearly an inch in rain- 
fall since April 1, the weather 
bureau records show. 


Tuesday's highest temperature 


was 54 degrees, which with the 
minimum of 25. established 
an 


average of 40 degrees, or thirteen 
below the normal for the date.

terial and spray machinery and, What 
is especially important, the reduction 
of the expense of general pest con- 
trol to the point of economy for the 
owner. 


"By combining certain sprays it is 


frequently 
pos.Mhle to control both 


insects and fungous 
diseases at one 


application, thereby reducing labor 
costs and saving time. 


Waste Through Ignorance 


"Thousands of dollars arc wasted 


each year in Adams county through 
the use of improper and ineffective' 
materials for pest control, or the use 
of perfectly good materials at 
the 


wrong time—too early or too late for 
good results. 
Failure to control de- 


structive pests often spells defeat for 
the hopeful grower or at best means 
a serious reduction of income. Only 
wilful ignorance of modern methods 
will handicap the grower of today, 
because he can secure the needed in- 
formation from the State Agricultural 
Experiment Station, the county agent 
and specialists of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Department of State College.

county commissioners after a lengthy , 
discussion Tuesday afternoon.

Dillsburg company’s bid was *145.: 
The only Adams county bid was sub- 
mitted by the Independent at L ittles-1 
town. 
Six bids, ranging from $112.60 to ( 
$525, were opened by the commission-, 
ers. 
The lowest bid, that 
of the 
Perry County Times, New Bloomfield, 
was rejected on the ground that New 
Bloomfield was too far aw ay from G et-; 
tysburg to allow the commissioners’ 
clerk to keep close in touch with the 
progress of the w'ork, according to R .} 
E. Deardorff, clerk. 
More than 22,000 specimen and o f-j 
ficial ballots are to be printed for the j 
primary, and according to the commis­ 
sioners’ agreement with the Dillsburg 
concern, the ballots are to be deliver-, 
ed on May 12, six days before the pri­ 
mary. The ballot is unusually small j 
this year and will measure about nine j 
by twelve inches. 
The bids of the other four printing 
companies for the ballot job were: 
Franklin Repository, Chambersburg, 
$237.91; William Anthony, Hanover,

Littlestown, $392.50, and the York 
Gazette and Daily, $525. 
This is the first time in r««cent years 
that the commissioners have asked for 
competitive bids for the printing of!
